.1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

a) The new drawing sheets that contain new figures 9A-9F are improper 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 because these new drawing sheets were not labeled in the top 
margin as "New Sheet". Appropriate correction is required. 

b) The IN THE SPECIFICATION section of the Applicant's reply filed 4-30-05 
starting on page 13 contains a replacement paragraph for page 34, line 6. However, 
further on in the reply on page 19 there is also a replacement paragraph for page 34, 
line 6. Thus, there is confusion as to which is the correct replacement paragraph for this 
section of the specification. In addition, the paragraph that is being replaced is not 
located on line 6 of page 34 but is actually located on line 5 of page 34. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

c) The IN THE SPECIFICATION section of the Applicant's reply filed 4-30-05 
contains a replacement paragraph for page 32, line 9, however this paragraph is 
actually located at page 32, line 7. In addition, the replacement paragraph for page 36, 
line 24, is actually located at page 36, line 23, and the replacement paragraph for page 
39, line 6/ is actually located at page 39, line 5. Appropriate correction is required. 

d) The insertion for after the description of Figure 8 on page 15 is improper 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 because there is underlining of the description for Figure 9A. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

e) The replacement paragraph for page 32, line 7, in line 28 of this paragraph 
states "Figure 5F (page 2 of 3)..." but page 2 of 3 of what exactly is being referred to 
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here ? This same type of problem also occurs in line 34 of this paragraph and in the 
replacement paragraph for page 32, line 9, at lines 28 and 34. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

f) Paragraph 7 of the prior Office Action referred to the listing of references 
in the specification (see page 34) as not being a proper information disclosure 
statement. However, the Remarks section of the reply filed 4-30-05 has no comment on 
this. Appropriate explanation is required. 

g) Claims 3 and 4 are objected to under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(a) for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards 
as the invention. Claim 3, step (e), cites "the baseline and residual monotonic segment" 
however is "the baseline" referring to "the baseline segment" ? The examiner asks the 
applicant to better claim the limitations cited above. While the examiner understands the 
intentions of the applicant he feels confusion could be drawn from the limitations cited 
above. Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 C D. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
